Thi3 now addition to tho Driard House, 
which lias boon so long required, ia now 
nearly completed and will shortly be ready 
for occupation.

Op[)ositu the billiard room, on tho east 
of tho court yard, but aepataled from it 
by a passage, is the kitchen, 45 foot by 21 
feet, which is lighted by threo windows 
It will contain a model cooking range 
with a frontage of 17 feet, contuiniiig four 
fiirinices with water bags in each for 
beating water for the bath rmim, washing 
disliua, pantry, and a steam table in the 
hilchon, 7 foot long, for keoping dishes 
hot. The tliior of the kitchen will coiiai-tt 
of cenieiit. Tho rest of tho rooms on the 
liist tl.'it will consist of throe samplo rooms 
in the rear, and several private dining 
renins .
